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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-45 in the reply filed on 12/30/05 is 
acknowledged. Claims 46-60 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected fabric and method there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 39 recites the limitation " the mesh pore size" in 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 37-38, 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Heiman, US 5,290,269. 

The patent issued to Heiman teaches a fabric comprising a center layer positioned 
between outer knit layers (abstract and column 10, 49-column 1 1, 45). Heiman teaches a 
hydrophobic top layer surface (column 13, 53-65). With respect to the bottom layer, Heiman 
teaches treating the knit layer such that it is hydrophilic (column 12, 31-40). 
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With specific regard to claim 38, Heiman teaches that the knit layers are formed from 
various materials including polyester and nylon (column 10, 56-colunm 11, 25). 

With regard to the water-repellent lunitation recited in claim 37, Heiman teaches that 
hydrophic top layer is formed from hydrophic materials such as polyester. As such, the Examiner 
considers such a layer to inherently contain a hydrophobic. Applicant has not specifically set 
forth that the water repellent is a separate agent finish treatment. 

With regard to claim 41, Heiman teaches applying a anti-microbial finish to the fabric 
(column 12, 29-31). With regard to the encasing limitations, Heiman teaches holding the layers 
together with tape such that the fabric layers are encased (figure 1 and colxunn 10, 21-36) 

With regard to the "whereby" statement recited in claim 37, 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubh cation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Heiman, US 5,290,269 as applied to claim 37 above.
